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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the exmatner maintains her positions set forth in 
the final office action, issue April 9, 2003. In this action, the exaniner pointed out several problenns with Applicant's arguments and with 
the declaration. These problems still remain. For example, applicant's arguments center around a comparison of an immediate release 
dosage form with a controlled release dosage form! However, there has still been no evidence provided that the formulation of Liversidge 
does not have a release rate which falls within the release rate claimed by Applicant.. Furthermore, the examiner pointed out in the final 
action that the formulations used in the declaration appear to be much more specific than the instant claims. Applicant himself has 
admitted that making controlled release nanoparticulate compositions is very difficult, can be drug dependant, and requires several 
specific components for success. However, the claims do not reflect these admissions. For these reasons, the examiner finds that the 
cited references stilt suggest the limitations of Applicant's broad claims.. 
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
